The announcement first made exclusively 
in the columns of the Post-Disratcn that a 
cut had been made in East-bound freight 
rates may mean very littie or it may meana 
greut Neal. It is like a leak at the bottom of 
a levee, a little water trickling through, 
which can easily be stopped if taken atonce; 
if it is not stopped at once, however, the 
whole levee goes and the country is flooded. 

For the past few years, while the railroad 
kings have been over-building and over- 
loading their roads with bonds and fixed 
charges and expenses of all kinds, they have 
been protecting themselves” against their 
own competition by piling up dykes and 
levees of pools and agreements, ‘I'he exist- 
ing system of railroad pools and agreements 
is perhaps the most marvelous trade combin- 
ation khown in the history of commerce. It 
represents an amount of wisdom, sagacity, 
judgment, experience, and skill, which are 
marvelous in themselves and in their re- 
sults, But the pressure on the structure has 
been growing stronger and stronger, while the 
structure itself has been growing weaker 
and weaker, and if once it begins to go to 
pieces the crash will be quick and tremen- 
dous. 

It is not certain yet that the cut has been 
made, If it has been made it may yet be 
rewedied and ratés readjusted. But the 
danger of a rupture, which has been at all 
times impending. is more imminent now than 
ever, while its consequences would be more 
far-reaching, 

Loss of rates means loss of receipts, and 
this means loss of confidence, decline in 
stocks, default of interest and a railroad 
panic. The attempt to maintain Wall Street 
values is an admitted, failure. Leading 
stocks that were cheap at the qua tations of 
last summer have declined from thirty to 
fifty per cent. and lose in demand as they 
‘lose in yalue, The money kings have lost 
all power to regulate the quotations of their 
property. The utmost they have been able 
to do has been to maintain some control over 
their traffic arrangements. If they lose this 
allroad business will be a scramble in 
which the saying about the devil taking the 
hindmost will be beautifully illustrated.

But at home how charming, how beantiful 
is the contrast. Here thereis no fraud, no 
dishonesty, no bribe-giving, no bribe-taking, 
no slush, no boodle, The evidence is clear 
and cone)usive. 

Unjust suspicion was cast on certain mem- 
bers of our House of Delegates by unguard- 
ed expressions which escaped them in their 
jesting moments. They are fellows of infin- 
ite jest, and in their lighter moods delight in 
playing practical jokes on friends, particu- 
larly on friends who are interested in pend- 
ing ordinances. Intheir playful way they 
willalarm people by threatening to vote 
against bills, and they will mystify appli- 
cants by telling them to see a man who will 
see another man; they will even get up lit- 
tle bundles of boodie, mark mysterious fig- 
ures on the corner of a piece af paper, and 
induige in similar pleasantries, but as far 
as thinking of anything dishonest!

THE SECURITY OF A FREE STATE. 

The honor of serving under Gov. CRIt- 
TENDEN as a militia Captain, Brigadier, 
or something of that sort, has been declined 
by Gen, Susan as incompatible with his 
official obligations to the United States. In 
his letter he offers some suggestions which 
ought to be accepted without question and 
carried out without further delay by a peo- 
pie devoted to the institutions of local self- 
government and opposed to the maintenance 
of a large standing army. 

Our Federal Constitution declares a well 
regulated militia necessary to the security 
of a free State, and confers on Congrese the 
power to provide for organizing, arming and 
disciplining the militia, and for calling out 
the same to execnte the lawe of the 
Union, suppress ingurrection and repel in- 

leaving tothe States only the ap- 
pointment of the officers and the authority of 
training the militia according to a discipline 


: prescribed by Congress, Tt was plainty the 


— ot a soldiers, in each and all of 
the States. But the only thing Congress hag 
ever done towards carrying out the idea of 
the Constitution was the enactment of the 
old law of 1785, which never was adapted to 
the end in view, and has long been prac- 
tically & dead letter. In the light of nearly 
ninety years’ experience in peace and war, 
that entire statute is about as obsolete as 
some ef the old-fashioned weapons mention- 
ed in ita provisions, and the time has 
come when we must choose between some 
adequate provision for the citizen soldiery 
contemplated by the Constitution, and the 
maintenance of the large standing army 
and the military class which our fathers 
regarded as a menace to free government. 

The Sloeum bill, commended dy Gen. 
SUERMAN, is a step in the right direction. 
It contemplates a Ae. between the 
Nationa} and State Governments in support- 
ing a militia establishment in each State, 
and, besides the necessary arms and equip- 
ments, makes appropriations for further 
aiding the States that are willing to do some- 
thing themselves towards maintaining an 
effective volunteer militia organization. No 
State is safe without one, or can afford to 
shun the expense of its support, even with- 
out Federal aid. It is an indispensable 
bulwark of liberty and local self-govern- 
ment, as well as of law and order. 
It is economical, because jt does 
away with the necessity for a large standing 
army in time of peace, and strengthens 
State governments while it assures the 
National Government an adequate force in 
sudden and great emergencies. 

The most serious objectidn to the Slocum 
bill is that it is too niggardly in appropriat- 
ing money to duch an important object, and 
in that respect sets- the States a bad exam- 
ple. The young men who give so much ot 
their time to this important public service, 
receiving no pay except when called out for 
dangerous and disagreeable duty, should at 
least be provided at public expense with uni- 
forms, equipments, armories and with trans- 
portation, subsistence, tents, and pay for act- 
ual time in eamp drills. When a 
professional soldier as illustrious § as 
General SHERMAN, and as devoted 
as he to the reguiar army, urges 
more liberal provisions for the support of a 
citizen soldiery, civilians should certainly 
not be backward in the cause. The ways 
and means of national defense have been his 
life-long study, and experience in foreign 
and. domestic war has taught him the wis- 
dom of carrying out the constitutional idea 
of ‘a well-regulated militia.” 


A CIVIL suit now pending in Washington 
is another illustration of the great truth that 
political “inflooence” is a perilous posses- 
sion, Mr. Tuomas W. BARTLEY, editor 
and proprietor of the American Register, 
being a brother-in-Jaw of Senator SHERMAN, 
was offered $10,000 to defend the Sandwich 
Island sugar monopoly from all attacks on 
their Hawaiian reciprocity treaty, and now 
brings suit for $25,000 against the concern, 
alleging~ that, in working for the sugar 


valuable services, which destroyed the value 
of his paper; that all the money he got from 
them was absorbed in its support, and that 
upon the understanding between himself and 
them he is now fairly entitied to $5,000 for 
his wersonal services and to $20,000 for the 
newspaper property ruined for their sake. 
A verdict of served bim right” should be 
rendered against Mr. BARTLEY as a lesson 
to all proprietors of newspapers and An-

848,876,971, or more than three times the entire 
amount of the wages paid to laber by the manu- 
facturers.
